VA rts Freshmen relinquished all 
cUr^Fto the faculty hockey champion- 
ship yesterday afternoon on the 
Campus Rink when they -"went down to 
defeat before the Senior aggregation. 
By thus clinching their right to the 
faculty honours, the Seniors have, as 
far as is known, established a prece- 
dent; this, to all accounts, being the 
first year that the hockey proclivities 
of the lordly upper year men have 
been such as to win for them first 
place in the faculty standing. 

Yesterday's game was a success, if, 
for no other reason than it aroused 
a certain amount of that element 
which is usually described as latent, 
namely, college spirit, or at least class 
spirit. Tfcst* was a fairly representa- 
tive gathering of spectators, and what 
they lacked in numbers they amply 
made up for In enthusiasm.

At last night's meeting two papers 
were read, the first one by B. N. 
Holthara, '19, on the Czecho Slovaks, 
and the second by L. K. Freedmnn, 
'20. Both papers were enjoyed tad 
aroused much favorable comment 
The papers are as under: 

THE CSECHO-SLOTAD. 
Who are the Czecho- Slovaks? At 
the present moment their tame is re- 
sounding throughout the world, be- 
cause of a wonderful exploit Yet ft 
is quite safe to say most of the in- 
terested and approving spectators can 
tell you nothing definite or even 
vagus about them. Yet hem is a 
people living in the very heart of Eu- 
rope, with an authentic history of 
well over a thousand years, a history 
at times brilliant, at times tragic — a 
people independent during the Middle 
Ages— then fallen for centuries un- 
der the blight of Austrian Rule; and 
now in our own day aspiring to In- 
pendence and a separate state- 
hood among the family of nations; s 
people whose invaluable service to the 
Allien in the present war is evidence 
of its ability to think straight and to 
act vigorously, and of its capacity to 
control Its own destinies. The 
Czecho-Slovaks have, for four cen- 
turies, been under the rule of the 
House of Hapsburg. They have now 
broken that connection and their as- 
pirations realized through the victory 
of the Allies; is an independent state 
of Bohemia, the outcome of the war. 

The Czechs live in Austria, sad 
number shout seven and one-half mil- 
lions. The Slovaks live in Hungary 
and number about three millions. The 
two peoples aTe of one stock, of one 
aspiration, and are contiguous, a fact 
conducive to their formal union in a 
separate nation. Austria-Hungary, 
it will be recalled, was a peculiar, in- 
deed, a unique creation. It was ac- 
curately called the Dual Monarchy, 
and consisted of two distinct inde- 
pendent states, standing-npon a plane

THREE GRADUATES 
HAVE PASSED AWAY 

Dr. Ethler, Mr, Louis Glass and 
Mr. Alf. Girard AU Well 
Known 

Death has claimed three more McGill 
graduates in the persons of Dr. C. 
Ethler, Mr. Louis G. Glass and Mr. Al- 
fred Girard. - 

Dr. Ethler was horn at St. Joseph 
du Lac, and was educated at Ste. 
Thérèse. Coming to McGill, he gradu- 
ated in Medicine in 1867. For several 
years he practised in Ontario, and in 
1886 came to this city, where he re- 
mained until his death. 

Mr. Louis G. Glass, a well-known 
advocate of this city, was born ai 
Woodstock, N.B., on May 22, 1867. He 
was educated at the Montreal High 
School. In 1893 he received the degree 
of B.C.L. from McGill, and was ad- 
mitted to the Bat two years later. He 
practised his prof ession for some years 
as a member of the firm of Green 
shields, Laflamme £ Glass. Previous 
to his death he was a member of the 
firm of Rivet, Glass & Sullivan. 

Mr. Alfred Girard was born in Marie- 
ville, County of Rouville, on July 6, 
1869. He was educated at the Semin- 
ary of Ste. Marie du Monnolr. Enter- 
ing McGill, he received" the degree of 
B.C.L. in 1882, and in the same yeaT 
was admitted to the Bar. In 1908 the 
Quebec Government appointed hhn to 
the office of Prothonotary of the 
Superior Court at Montreal, which 
office^he held until his death.

If we could take a census of 
the men who failed in the mid-term exams, it would, no doubt, be 
found that the great percentage of them studied fairly hard, but 
because they had taken little exercise their brain would not 
function clearly when it was most necessary that it should be at 
its best. 

Now is the time for all to start in with the re-opening of 
the classes and keep in condition for the hard grind which lies 
before them.

Blocks of 
small cakes of ice smashed into tiny 
pebbly pieces are eaten with sugar and 
lemon or any other mixture one may 
fancy. But by far the commonest way 
of eating ice is to shave it into snowy 
flakes by means of a plane and swal- 
low it with sweetened water into 
which various appetizers may be 
thrown, such as fruit Juice or sweet- 
meats. Ice cream, milk and eggs 
shaken with ice, and other kinds of 
cooling beverages are sold in ever- 
increasing quantity, but the old style 
of eating ice— that is, in the above des- 
cribed "korlmidzu" fashion— is still in 
the greatest vogue.

IT ALUS LAUDEB. 

Though it is hardly fair to call Far- 
fariello an Italian Harry Lander, since 
the man from Italy Is probably the 
equal of the man from Scotland as a 
character singer, the comparison may 
serve to help describe the work of an 
entertainer who has sprung from the 
little Italy of New York City and who 
is so skillful in his Impersonation* of 
local types. During the pest fortnight 
Farfariello has been appearing four 
times daily at the Italian theatre at 
Boston, the New Palace, where the 
entertainment consists of vaudeville 
and motion picture*. At Farfariello'» 
mid-afternoon performance one dey 
last week the present writer found all 
the seats and boxes filled ana some 
fifty persons standing. The audience 
was not chattering, as it did later 
when motion pictures were being 
shown, but waited quietly for the en- 
tertainer to reappear from the wings, 
where he was changing his costume. 
Down by the footlights a tinkling lit- 
tle orchestra plink-plinked, with a 
monotony that was not unpleasant, 
though a sentimental ditty, filling la 
a rather longer wait than audiences 
in English-speaking vaudeville the- 
atres are used to. 

Finally Farfariello appeared dressed 
us an Italian woman of the tenements, 
carrying on his left arm a doll to rep- 
resent an infant. Instead of a broad 
buries true, which the writer naturally 
expected to follow. Judging from ex 
periencee at vaudeville entertain- 
ments and musical shows. Farfariello 
save a naturalistic impersonation. 
The audience laughed with this 
bvixom, cheerful 



ftalian matron, with her homely, 
kindly comment upon events in the 
street where ate lived. This comment 
came between the two parts of the 
song that went with this character, a 
sonf that was sung in character, with- 
out resort to falsetto. 

Each of the four impersonations 
which comprised his act was pre- 
sented after this general fashion. 
Always there was the opening song, 
followed by a monologue, and ending 
with another verse of the song. In 
response to the applause at the end, 
Farfariello repeated the song of his 
final impersonation. The word im- 
personation is used advisedly, for 
Ferfarlello's character studies were 
In each of these four phaees, examples 
of a thorough blending of the player's 
Individuality with that of the person- 
age represented. With each change 
of character there was a change in 
the style of speaking, a subtle but 
effective chance In the matter of slide, 
pause and attack which represented 
the instinctive response of his voice 
to the mentality of the individual 
being impersonated. Fnrfariello'f ges- 
tures are varied in the same way. 
. Farfariello has built up his Imper 
sonationa out of first-hand knowledge 
of East Side types, and, it is interest 
Ing to note, he Is most applauded 
when he presents these types, though 
a pleased welcome greets his occa- 
sional representation of a bit of old 
Italy. For in Farfariello his audiences 
find a congenial expression of them- 
selves. He echoes their thoughts, 
jeste about little affairs of the day 
that are their affairs, and brings them 
back now and then a memory of 
Neapolitan days in town and country. 
He is Little Italy's own minstrel. 



"Yes," said the young man. as hp 
threw bimseir at the Icet or the pretty 
school-teacher, "I love you, and would 
go to the world's end lor you!"

of complete equality. Each has its 
own capital, one at VJenna, the other 
at Budapest. Each had the same 
ruler, who, when in Austria, bore the 
title of Emperor, in Hungary that of 
Kins. Each governed itself in all in- 
ternal affairs, absolutely without in- 
terference from the other. In each 
is a dominant people — in Austria, the 
German, in Hungary the Magyar; and 
yet each of these dominant races re- 
present only a minority of the popu- 
lation. In Austria the Slavs are 
more numerous than the Germans. In 
Hungary the Slavs and Rumanians 
arc move numerous than the Magyars. 
But in both cases the majority are 
mere hewers of wood and drawers of 
water for the two dominant races. 

For twelve centuries the Czechs and 
Slovaks have struggled on unequal 
terms, and with unhappy results with 
three enemies— I.e., Germans, Mag- 
yars and the House of Hapsburg. The 
Allies to-day are fighting with the 
same enemies, and they no longer 
Ignore or wrongly appreciate the 
character uf those enemies. They 
understand the cruel and humiliating 
lot of the Czechs and Slovaks during 
all these centuries. The war of lib-i 
crty must bo crowned with the liber- 
ation or lho3C ko long held in un- 
worthy subjection. 

A few words on ihc history of Bo- 1 
hernia, where live the Czechs. All j 
through the Middle Ages the King-' 
dont of Bohemia was a vigorous Inde- 1 
pendent stale, with its own native in- ! 
stitulions, its own ruling house. The! 
Czech's established themselves in the) 
region, where they &U1I are, in the i 
later sixth and seventh ccsiurlos. 
Their history was until the Mill con- j 
tury. one or repeated bitter struggles j 
with the Germans. In the 14th ccn- 
1 tury the must ramnus King Chus. IV. j 
became Emperor or the Holy Roman 
, Empire. Prague was the scat of his 
court.' He uuurned the city with ad- 
i mlrablc monuments aatd buildings, and 
gave it great Intellectual distinction 
i by founding tin: University of Prague. 

Out or this intellectual centre came 
John Hus3. one of the world's great 
liberators, and a national martyr; also 
Jerome, of Prague, another hero of 
human liberty. The fate of Huss in- 
flàtnèd the entire Czech nation 'o 
avenge his death, and then followed 
I the famous Hussite wars, racial and 
i rellgloiiEt In character, which reveal - 
j rd the Czechs to themselves and to 
all Europe. 

' century after the death of Huss 
an went occurred which waa to 
; prove most fateful for Bohemia. The 
Royal House died out and R fell to 
I the estates to elect a new dynasty. 
I There were many candidates among 
I the Royal houses of Europe, but the 
choice fell upon Archduke Ferdinand, 
head of the House of Hapsburg (1C2G), 
and henceforth the fortuues of Bo- 
hemia were to be linked with Ihc 
fortunes of the Hap3burgs— or rather 
the aspirations! and designs of the 
Hapsburg monarchs was 1o be the 
dominant, factor in Ihc evolution of 
that country all through the modern 
period. . Had I the incmb ?rs of the 
estates foreseen the results of their 
action they would have shrunk with 
horror from the step they were tak- 
ing. In the same year (1626) Fer- 
dinand was chosen King of Hungary 
by the estates of that realm. Thus 
was inaugurated that connect ->n of 
Bohemia, Hungary and the Austrian 
duohics under the Hapsburg dynasty, 
which was to become so hateful and 
oppressive to the Bohemians, and 
I from which they hue been struggling 
! to free themselves. 

In Bohemia, indeed, in Prague it- 
self, began the 30-years war (1618- 
48). The Bohemians tried to discard 
the Hapsburgs and choose a Protest- 
ant prince for their king. But the 
Hapsburg ruler did not intend to lose 
6uch a prize. The fortunes or the 
war went against the Bohemians, and 
fearful was the Hapsburg revenge. 
The social structure of Bohemia was 
completely altered. The old native 
Czech aristocracy, both nobility and 
gentry, was ruined, Its members los- 
ing their possessions and being driv- 
en from the country, In its place was 
installed a new aristocracy, à foreign 
aristocracy, endowed with large 
grants from the confiscated property. 
All traces of local self-government 
were obliterated, and stark absolutism 
reigned thenceforth unchecked. Ger- 
man was made a language along with 
Czech. 

At the outbreak of the HO-yeara war 
Bohemia had a population of three 
millions — at the close she' had one of 
only 800,000. Those who did not con- 
form to the nejf regime wore iuirlcd 
out of the land or killed. All ele- 
ments of independence were extin- 
guished. This savage policy was 
supplemented by an attempt, to ex- 
terminate the elements of the national 
civilization, Czech books, Czech tra- 
ditions, and a large part or Bohemian 
literature was destroyed. 

Such were the achievements of the 
House of Hapsburg during the first 
century and a quarter or its rule in 
Bohemia. The Germans plumed them- 
selves over what was destined to be- 



come a charaotoristic method of\ tri- 
umphing over the Slavs. Decree af- 
ter decree, law after law, appeared 
In the following decades, designed to 
prune und pare away the few sorry 
survivals of liberty. The progress of 
Hapsburg usurplion continued un- 
checked during all the eighteenth cen- 
tury. These inc -sant. encroach- 
ments culminated in Ihc reign of 
Joseph ll„ who attempted thorough- 
ly to Germanize the Czechs. The 
historical traditions und native char- 
acteristics of his various lands were 
treated with unconcealed contempt. 
Enlightened despotism, the fashion of 
the 18th century, was more despotic 
than enlightened. 

The Czechs never acknowledged or 
accepted these violations of their his- 
toric rights. They considered all 
these measures illegal, but were, in 
fact, obliged to submit. They could 
only bide their lime. All the Czech 
patties asserted the fundamental 
claim of the Independence of tnc 
country. Never did they renounce 
that' claim. After the French Revo- 
lutionary and Napoleonic wars came 
the era of Matterrieh. The oppres- 
sion was severer in Bohemia than 
elsewhere, attaining such à pitch that 
the national language was excluded 
from every public court, office and 
school. Despite this rael the close 
or the 18th century and first half tif 
the ipth witnessed a remarkable re- 
vival or the national consciousness 
which litis gone on increasing stead- 
ily, until to-day Bohemia is demand- 
ing and fighting for full and complete 
national self-expression! The great 
war is Tor Bohemia, a war of inde- 
pendence. 

i 

For a lull century a process of Bo- 
hemian emancipation has been going 
on. There was at first a re-awaken- 
ing of the historic sens*' long dulled 
and even lost anions large masses of 
the population, under the heavy mis- 
fortunes and misery Hint were the af- 
termath or the no-years war. The 
"Awakoncrs," as t hoy were called in 
Bohemia, were a sunt 11 group of liter- 
ary men who sought by means of 
songs written iff Czech to re-kindle 
among the people the flame of native 
patriotism, which had burned so 
•brightly, even so fiercely, centuries 
before, to make then; once more ac- 
quainted with the glories ot the past, 
to arouse pride in Ihc national langu- 
age, history and traditions. The men 
engaged in this work were Harassed 
and hounded by the government au- 
thorities ol - Austria. Nevertheless 
the work went on, sustained by an 
Intense patriotism. It was a real 
Czech renaissance, a revival or Uio 
Czech language and literature as fur- 
nishing the spiritual guidance, and 
sustenance ot the nation, the prin- 
ciple of harmony uniting all* iu lSJS 
a national museum was founded, in 



which were gathered many monu- 
ments which testified to the former 
greatness of Bohemia. Old songs, 
too, wero rediscovered and new ones 
were written, whose theme was the 
same which rapidly spread among 
this music-loving people. For fifty 
years this work went on, gradually 
radlaUng out into many lines. 

This spiritual revival of the Czech 
nation preceded the political revival. 
Such was the natural inevitable con- 
sequence. In- the case of the Czechs 
the spiritual regeneration was thor- 
ough and adequate to the problem. 
The group of scholars was amply hon- 
ored by three generations of young 
men, who sought to realize in actual 
laws and institutions the lessons 
inculcated in their books. 

In 18-18 the Czechs began the politi- 
cal struggle, seeking to free, their 
country and to secure abrogktion of 
all unconstitutional and violent meas- 
ures, which had so reduced their 
former autonomy. For a moment 
they were successful, the Emperor 
grunting all their demands. But the 
Austrian Army entered upon the 
scene. Prague was bombarded and 
rorecd to- surrender unconditionally. 
This ended the dream ot the Czechs 
Tor the resurrection of their country, 
and l'or a liberal regime. Absolut- 
ism was restored in its most string- 
ent form. 

This continued tor nearly twenty 
years. Not only in Bohemia but in 
Hungary as welt— manifold oppres- 
sion was the order ot the day. The 
Hapsburgs were true to their tradi- 
tion. Such a regime would endure 
only if military-success should con- 
tinue. But In the rollowing years 
(1869-66) the Hapsburgs were driven 
out ol' Italy and out of Germany. 
Every clement of unrest now gained 
expression in Austria. The Haps- 
burgs were confronted with the neces- 
sity or changing their course. The 
situation was imperative and could not 
he ended. A characteristic Hapsburg 
expedient was adopted -"Divide thai 
you may rule." 

Austria sought no general recon- 
ciliation with all her discontented 
peoples, nor made an effort to secure 
the well-being and happiness of all 
by exact and even justice to all. 
Francis Joseph contented himself with 
making a bargain with the strougesi 
single factor among his subject popu- 
lations, i.e., the Magyars ot Hungary. 
By Hie. Compromise or 1867, he gave 
the Magyars a power I hey had never

possessed before. The Compromise 
created the Dual Monarchy— Austria 
one state, Hungary another; .ach In- 
dependent of the other; Austria with 
Francis Joseph as Emperor, Fungai/ 
with Francis Joseph as King. The 
two states were to be united practi- 
cally only in foreign poKcy and ia the 
financial and military matters which 
were essential to foreign policy. 

The government which was set up 
in 1867 might have been operated in 
such a way as to prove a benefit, and 
not a curse to the countries concern- 
ed. In Austria the Germans, in Hun- 
gary the Magyars, have steadily de- 
nied the various branches of the Slavic 
race the most elementary human 
rights, not to mention justice and 
honorable treatment. Yet, .in Aus- 
tria and Hungary, the Slavs are in 
the, majority. In each country the 
minority have for 50 years ruled the 
majority. Constitutional forms have 
been in both a byword and a mere 
cloak for hypocrisy and oppression. 
Once started on such a course, the 
descent in morality and decency was 
rapid and inevitable. Despotism in 
the modern world can only be sup- 
ported by more despotism and by still 
were. The Germans of Awtri». and 
the Magyars of Austria are worthy 
spiritual brothers of the Prussians 
and Turks. The history of the last 
half century !s the history of their 
steadily progressing community of 
feeling, of outlook,*and of design. 

After 1867, Francis Joseph might 
have shown that the Slavs of Austria, 
who had supported him in the disas- 
trous war with Prussia, would receive 
as good treatment as the Magyars of 
Hungary, who had-supported him very 
poorly. The same autonomy that had 
been granted Hungary might have 
been granted Bohemia. Thus, at 
least, a portion of the Slavic race 
would have received fair treatment at 
the hands of the man, the majority of 
whose subjects were Slavs. 
In September, 1871, Francis Joseph

one that could assure contentment, 
justice, and equity to the various 
races. Thus Austria was far nearer 
becoming a federal state In 1871 than 
she has been at any moment since and 
nearer, still than she Is or could be 
at present or after the war. But 
once again the two implacable en- 
emies' 1 of the Slavs intervened at a 
moment when Austria was about to 
adopt the federal principle. The Ger- 



mans and Magyars announced they 
manifested his intention of doing this WOU ]d never tolerate a self-govern- 



act of Justice. He issued a decree 
in- which he declared that in considéra* 
tlon of the former constitutional posi- 
tion of Bohemia he gladly recognized 
the rights of the Kingdom, and was 
willing to confirm this assurance by 
taking the Coronation Oath. Thus 
ho formally recognized the historic 
rights of Bohemia, so consistently ln- 
f ringed since 1620, and agreed to be 
cr« wr a king in. Prague. Arrange- 
i - j were to be made whereby Bo- 
hemia should gain the same rights as 
Hungary — independence in ' domestic 
affairs and union with Austria and 
Hungary for certain general purposes. 
The Dual Monarchy was to become 
a Triple Monarchy. A beginning was 
to be made in the federalization of 
the country and here the principle of 
federalism was absolutely the only 



ing Bohemia. The Emperor's plans 
were bitterly opposed by^the Get- 
mans of Austria, who feared the loss 
of their supremacy, and the rise of 
the Slavs, whom they hated. The 
Magyars feared that recognition of 
the Slavic State of Bohemia would 
arouse the Slavic people of Hungary 
(among whom are the Slovaks, Croat- 
ian* and the Slovene*),' to demand 
the same rights, and'thls the Magyars 
were determined not to give them; in- 
deed, the tendency was all' the other 
way, le., to stamp out completely their 
separate identity and personality. 

The decree which was to place Bo- 
hemia on an equality with Austria- 
and Hungary never came. The Haps- 
burgs betrayed the Slavs once more. 
Not, however, for the last time.
